NEW MESSAGE

CHICAGO <*—Adlal E. Stevenson 
•ays the nation's relationships with 
other countries have “ never been 
more perilous than now" and that 
he can 't understand why President 
Eisenhower pictured them other­ 
wise.

United States has lost its m ilitary 
lead to Soviet Russia.

He said Eisenhower’s description 
of conditions abroad arid American 
defenses in his m essage Thursday 
to Congress pictured them “ in a 
happy state."

NEW YORK OF—Leon Jolson is 
a refugee who became a million­ 
aire by convincing even policemen 
that they could do home sewing. 
His success is one of the most 
spectacular of any achieved by the 
hundreds of thousands of fugitives 
from totalitarian terror who have 
found a new life In America. 
Jolson and his wife. Ann, cam e 
here in 1947. They were stateless, 
penniless and childless On Jolson’s 
left arm he bore the blue tattooed 
num erals 
symbolizing 
the 
three 
years he was imprisoned in Nazi 
concentration camps before he es­ 
caped and Joined the Polish under­ 
ground movement. 
Today at 42 Jolson is an Ameri­ 
can citizen, has two children, and 
heads the $60,000,000-a-year Necchl 
and Elna sewing machine corpora­ 
tion*. 
But for a short time after his 
arrival he and hi* wife had to 
exist on a $90-a-month check from 
a private relief organization while 
Jolson learned the English lan­ 
guage. 
What could he do to earn his 
way in this strange land? Jolson 
had been a sewing machine com­ 
pany representative In Poland. He 
was am azed to find how few Amer­ 
ican women did home sewing. He 
decided there was a big m arket 
here, and that he would go back 
Into the only business he knew. 
“There 
I* 
already 
too 
much 
com petition 
in 
it.” 
they 
told 
him. 
“ Besides 
American 
house­ 
wives are different from European 
housewives. They aren’t Interested 
in acquiring the technical skill to 
do home sew ing.” 
Jolson thought they were wrong. 
He felt th at by Importing an Italian 
model sewing machine th at re­ 
quired less operating skill he could 
m ake a go of It. In 1948 he started 
his own business on $2,000 bor­ 
rowed capital. 
“ I was scared stiff,” he recalled. 
But his business mushroomed to 
$2,000,000 in sales by the end of 
the first year. By 1953 they had 
reached $45,000,000. His firm s now 
account for about a tenth of the 
$600,000,000 American sewing m a­ 
chine industry. 
“The 
do-it-yourself 
movement 
was a great factor, Jolson said 
“Home sewing used to be limited 
largely to homes in the lower eco­ 
nomic classes. Now it’s gone into 
high society. 
“ Many m en have taken up sew­ 
ing. We even have policemen who 
sew clothing for their children.” 


Jolson now Imports only about 
25 per cent of his sewing machine 
parts. The rest are m anufactured 
In this country. The m achines are 
assem bled in plants here and In 
Chicago, 
Los 
Angeles 
and San 
Francisco. 


“ My dream is to keep Improving 
them so much,” he said, “that 
housewives will trade In their old 
sewing 
m achines every 
two 
or 
three years for new models — Just 
as their husbands do with motor 
ca rs.” 
Jolson next hopes to challenge 
the Goliaths of another field by 
im porting and distributing Italian 
typew riters and business machine*, 
which ha feels have some featurei 
lacking on those now m ade in thli 
country. 
“ I hope my success,” he sal*, 
seriously, “ has led some Amer­ 
icans not to underestim ate Euro­ 
peans about m ass production. But 
in fields requiring precision and 
skilled hand work we have much 
to learn. 
“Our economy has grown so rap­ 
idly we don't have the skilled peo­ 
ple to back It up. The most im­ 
portant Industrial problem we faci 
in the next 25 years Is how t« 
create more skilled people.” 
G rateful to his adopted country, 
Jolson established a $10,000 fellow­ 
ship grant at Columbia University 
and a $250,000 foundation to pro­ 
m ote better understanding between 
“ all races, creeds and nationalities 
on the community level.” 
He s ays: 
“ I som etim es wonder lf a native 
A m erican 
can 
understand 
this 
country as well as a new American 
does. He is so accustom ed to free­ 
dom th at it no longer seem s as 
wonderful to him as It does to one 
who has lost It — and found It 
again.”
